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1  .  INTRODUCTION 


To  develop  a  summary  of  provincial  pri¬ 
orities  for  the  macro-content  of  the  1931 
Census,  a  survey  was  undertaken  through  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Ontario  Census  Data  Users'  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  Committee  members  of  each  minis¬ 
try  were  sent  background  information  provided 
by  Statistics  Canada  and  a  listing  of  Subject 
Area  Qualities  and  Explanations  (see  Appendix 
#3),  to  assist  users  to  rank  their  priorities 
quantitatively . 


This  report  summarizes  the  results  of  that 
survey.  It  begins  with  a  general  evaluation 
of  the  Census  data  requirements  of  users  in  the 
Ontario  government;  describes  their  needs  in 
terms  of  subject  matter  and  geographic  break¬ 
down.  The  detailed  needs  and  priorities  of 
each  ministry  are  described  in  Section  3,  and 
the  way  data  are  used  for  their  needs  is  des¬ 
cribed  in  Section  4.  A  chart  for  Subject  Area 
linkages  is  included  in  Section  3.  Finally, 
the  report  includes  a  few  appendices  to  des¬ 
cribe  quantitative  aggregation  for  the  subject 
matter  area  and  variables  within  these  subjects. 
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2.  EVALUATION  OF  CENSUS  DATA  NEEDS 

The  users  of  Census  data  in  the  Ontario 
government  were  asked  to  provide  a  measure  of 
importance  for  each  variable  in  the  subject 
matter  areas  by  indicating  a  value  on  a  scale 
from  1  to  5;  where  1  is  "no  significance"  and 
5  is  "very  necessary".  In  addition  ministries 
were  asked  to  indicate  the  impact  this  infor¬ 
mation  has  on  various  projects.  The  following 
table  indicates  the  subject  matter  area  ranked 
in  order  of  priorities.

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3.  SUMMARY  OF  PRIORITIES

within  the  ministries,  which  were  surveyed. 
Down  the  side  of  the  table,  is  a  listing  of 
all  variables  requested,  grouped  into  subject 
matter  areas.

5.  SUBJECT  AREA  LINKAGES 

A  matrix  of  Subject  Area  Linkages  is  also 
developed  from  this  survey.  The  entries  are 
a  count  of  those  participants  foreseeing  a 
need  for  linking  variables  between  subject 
areas.  Most  of  the  linkages  are  concentrated 
in  the  areas  of  (  A1  -  A13  )  by  (  A 1  —  A13) 
and  (All  -  A1 5  )  bv  (  B1  -  35  )  . 

The  users  have  indicated  that  Earning 
Activity,  Income,  and  Housing  areas  should 
be  linked  to  new  areas  of  Intra-Area  Travel, 
Wealth,  Expenditure  on  Goods  and  Services, 
Environmental  Characteristics,  and  Time  Allo¬ 
cation  . 

In  seme  instances,  requests  were  made  for 
mul ti- 1 inkages .  For  example,  the  linkage  be¬ 
tween  Individual,  Language,  and  Cultural  areas 
is  required  bv  some  users.  Some  of  the  other
